Detailed Action 

This office action is a response to applicant's communication submitted October 
28, 2010 wherein claim 15 is amended. This application is a continuation of US 
application 09/686373, now abandoned, filed October 1 1 , 2000, which is a continuation 
of US application 09/202241 , now abandoned, filed December 10, 1998, which is a 
national stage application of PCT/FR97/01048, which claims priority to foreign 
application FR96/07457, filed June 14, 1996. 

Claims 2-19, 27, and 28 are pending in this application. 

Claims 2-19, 27, and 28 as amended are examined on the merits herein. 

Foreign Priority 

Applicant's certified translation of the foreign priority document FR96/07457 has 
been received and entered into the record. The translation provides support under 35 
USC 1 1 2 for all pending claims. Therefore the claims have a foreign priority date of 
June 14, 1996. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Applicant's amendment, submitted October 28, 2010, with respect to the 
rejection of instant claim 15 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, for containing 
undefined variables, has been fully considered and found to be persuasive to remove 
the rejection as the claim has been amended to define the variables. Therefore the 
rejection is withdrawn. 
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Applicant's arguments, submitted October 28, 2010, with respect to the rejection 
of instant claims 2-14, 27, and 28 under 35 USC 102(a) for being anticipated by Dreef- 
Tromp et al., have been fully considered and found to be persuasive to remove the 
rejection as the claims are now accorded a foreign priority date before the publication of 
Dreef-Tromp et al. Therefore the rejection is withdrawn. 

Currently claims 2-19, 27, and 28 are pending in this application and have been 
examined on the merits herein. Applicant's amendment submitted October 28, 2010, is 
seen to be persuasive to remove all rejections of record in the previous office action and 
place the application in condition for allowance. Reasons for allowance are as follows: 

The claimed invention is seen to be adequately described and enabled by the 
specification as originally filed. Therefore the claims meet the requirements of 35 USC 
112. 

Furthermore the claimed invention is seen to be novel and non-obvious over the 
prior art. The earliest reference in the art to any oligosaccharides having the claimed 
structure is the reference Dreef-Tromp et al. (of record in previous action) which as 
discussed above, was published after the foreign priority date of June 14, 1996 and is 
therefore not prior art against the claims. The closest reference filed before the foreign 
priority date, US patent 5382570, (of record in previous action) describes 
oligosaccharides having a backbone of alternating 1 ,3 and 1 ,4 linkages, similar to 
chondroitin sulfate or dermatan sulfate, in contrast to the present claims, which are 
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drawn to an oligosaccharide having only 1 ,4 linkages. It would not have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art that modifying the backbone linkages of the compounds 
described by US patent 5382570 would have yielded a useful product. Therefore the 
claims meet the requirements of 35 USC 102 and 103. 

Accordingly, Applicant's amendment submitted October 28, 2010, is sufficient to 
remove all rejections made in the prior office action as discussed above and to place 
the application in condition for allowance.
